All of the applicant's arguments refer to amended claims. 

The applicant argues that the prior art is directed to drivers to configure a client/server and does not contain appropriate configuration for a 
peripheral directly without user invention to which the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The system of Ohta is not directed to configuring a 
client to have functionality but rather the peripheral device to operate accordingly. The driver is directly related to the peripheral as can be 
seen in figure 7 in which the configuration settings are sought for functionality. There is no user intervention at the steps which the 
Examiner has cited to reject the limitations necessitated by the claims. The claim limitations do not preclude a user from operating the 
system as claimed, they only limit user intervention on the configuration setting handling. Similarly Ohta is fully capable of configuring a 
peripheral without user intervention.. 
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
